Anemone Culture 


In mild winter climates plant in the fall for late fall 
or winter bloom. Finer flowers result by blooming them 
in the cool part of the year. Later. plantings. can be 
made as long as bloom is not thrown into too warm 
weather. Soak the bulb for just a short time in cold 
water and plant in full sun with the point down. The 
top is rough where the old foliage was last year. Plant 
one to two inches deep according to size of bulb and do 
not water too much until they come up—In heavy soils 
an individual sand base for each bulb is recommended. 
Space bulbs 6 inches apart each way, 100 bulbs will 
plant an area 5x6 feet.
